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Walt Whitman (1819-1892), was a poet, journalist, 
and a lover of Freedom. His poem, ‘Song of Myself,” 
has been regarded as the greatest of American poems. It 
first appeared in 1855 in Whitman’s collection, Leaves of 
Grass. We have selected passages from it as the theme of 
the 1977 Hilltop. It celebrates nature, eternity, and the 
reconquest of the self. It is filled with mystery, and its 
sources are found deep within the stirrings of the soul. 


I celebrate myself, and sing myself, 
And what I assume, you shall assume, 
For every atom belonging to me as good belongs to you. 
I loaf and invite my soul, 
I lean and loaf at my ease observing a spear of grass. 
My tongue, every atom of my blood, form’d from this 
soil, this air, 
Born here of parents born here from parents the same, 
and their parents the same, 
I, now thirty-seven years old, in perfect health 
begin, hoping to cease not till death. 
Creeds and schools in abeyance, 
Retiring back a while sufficed at what they are, 
but never forgotten, 
I harbor for good or bad, I permit to speak at 
every hazard, 
Nature without check, with original energy. 
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A Hebraic source, the Talmud, writes, ‘In life 
everyman must find a teacher and a friend.’ We be- 
lieve that the two recipients of this dedication have 
illuminated these qualities to the highest degree. 
One is a teacher, chairperson of the History and 
American Studies department, and has imparted to 
his students a faith in their field, and a belief in their 
confidence. At one time he was moderator of the 
Black Student Union, the Student Association, and 
the History Club. He has also participated in every 
phase of community life, both in and out of the 
classroom. He is a man in the most complimentary 
sense, whose door is always open. The other, as he 
held the position of Dean of Students played a most 
intricate part in our lives. Although he often persued 
the hard-line, we shall always remember him as a 
Dean of constant patience, and a man truly con- 
cerned with our welfare. He is many things to differ- 
ent people — friend, adversary, the ‘“Godfather.” To 
the community he will long be remembered as the 
force behind the Fire and Rescue Squad, of which we 
are all so proud. In his new position as Director of 
Special Events we have confidence that his expertise 
will be equally appreciated. 

But the words teacher and friend are not mutually 
exclusive, we find in each man a combination of 
these two high ideals. It is with pride, gratitude, and 
love that the Class of 1977 dedicates this Hilltop to 
Dr. Norbert A. Kuntz, and Mr. Donald R. Sutton.

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As the snow fell unceasingly one Sunday in February we sat 
down to reflect on our past four years on this Hilltop. It quickly 
became apparent that instead of merely telling of our days here, 
the task was to reconstruct a puzzle, a college of untold hours 
and events, some which have made deep impressions, others 
which have skipped our memories. As with any puzzle the 
problem was to select which piece, which impression would 
unlock the mystery. The choice was not an easy one, nor abri- 
trarily constructed, for all had changed — the physical structure 
of the campus, the administration and its policies, and even the 
students were of a ‘‘new breed.” 

As John Locke said, men begin as a tabula rasa — a blank 
slate. This the way we began here. On that slate we would write 
ourselves, and other images would be imposed by the outside 
order. 

The words began to appear on September 1, 1973. In many 
ways those first days of freshmen year were the only time we 
would share a communal bond of experience — lonliness, swel- 
tering temperatures, long lines of orientation, and parents re- 
luctant to depart. First impressions were not favorable. Dorm 
rooms looked like deserted cells — the bars imposed by our 
imaginations. Lines in the cafeteria, lines to take a shower, to 
register for classes — all seemed insurmountable, illogical, and 
bewildering. Excluding the physical ambiguities of being in a 
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new environment, socially we were faced with the problem of 
role definition, placing ourselves as individuals within the col- 
lectivity: trying to find the ground upon which we stood. Be- 
hind us, not so far removed was the prosperity of the 1960's, 
Haitt-Ashburry, and the free-wheeling attitudes of youth. As we 
faced the future we realized that we were endeavoring to be 
educated in the midst of a recession, government incredibility, 
and the possibility of long unemployment lines. As we viewed 
our surroundings, the logic that a college education would ans- 
wer all of the questions fell apart. Some would continue to live 
in the netherworld of the past, while others would idealistically 
dream of a brighter future, and in many instances both would 
be disillutioned by the apathy that prevailed as the norm rather 
than the exception. 

In the final tally over eighty percent of those who began that 
day in September would complete four years on the Hill. But we 
leave with different effects of our days here. Some would re- 
main anonymous faces, constantly seem, yet never heard. 
Others would rise to positions of leadership and responsibility. 
And although some would remain introspective, the inherent 
beauty of SMC is that no person had to remain an abstract face 
— all, by their own desire, could carve a place in the communi- 
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As with any small school the atmosphere at St. 
Michael’s has always remained rather insular-private and 
conceited with the romantic image of living in Vermont. 
It was always easy, like the ancient scholars, to believe 
that our world was the center of the universe. While wars 
were being conducted around the globe, while national 
intelligence agencies engaged in covert activities, and 
while many of our fellow Americans tred the circle of 
poverty day in and day out, students at ST. Michael’s 
leveled their consciousness around keg parties, Hanni- 
buls, and the easiest “gut” available. 

But service and volunterism were not alien words al- 
together. Besides the obvious organizations committed 
and dedicated to the general service of the community, 
there were individuals, quietly and out of the limelight, 
who devoted their free-time to doing the tasks in which 
prestige and status were not automatically accorded. Al- 
though the image of a residential college is that of a day- 
long party, and although it appeared that a majority of the 
students were extracted from the upper class, work be- 
came an integrated aspect of college life, and touched 
most students from one time to another. Those who felt 
the need or obligation sought employment, either 
through Federally funded work-study grants on campus, 
or in private business located in the greater Burlington 
area. In many respects it was only through off-campus 
employment into the work-a-day world would students 
be lured off of this Hilltop and come into contact with 
persons who did not, and refused to think, act, and inter- 
pret reality the way we chose to. 

Perhaps in the midst of any reconsideration we should 
ask the lessons we have learned going through this initia- 
tion. Many would answer that college is a place to work, 
study, and party as hard and as frantically as one possibly 
could. 

If a list of priorities must be made, and if we must apply 
a label to this institution, it must be that of an academic 
enclave. A priori to arrival, pride and notoriety circulated 
rumors that if you came to SMC and were willing to play 
the game one could go along for the ride, and in four 
years obtain a piece of paper attesting to a college educa- 
tion. But like any stereotypic image its fabric was by and 
large mythical — a cloud of illusion which would swiftly 
burn off. 


Education became the start of a long road, and those who 
traveled it before informed us that although the road took 
some rough turns, an end did indeed exist. But, the path 
was not one in which we could travel en masse, for each 
it became a private race to the finish. 

Education was not dealing with a monolithic structure, 
but each student maturing his or her own intellectual 
abilities vis-a-vis their particular departments. The 
largest percentage of the graduating class participated in 
business administration, while some of the more true lib- 
eral arts drew meager participation. This movement re- 
flected popular trends. The national economic scene is 
becoming increasingly complex and the day of the novice 
making a successful career in business is no longer oper- 
able. The corporate structure and world of business de- 
mands expertise and the pressure to join near that level 
permeated the decision-making process of many. Even 
the restructuring and the addition of departments re- 
flected this trend. Could St. Michael’s retain its nature as 
a liberal arts institution while seemingly encouraging the 
addition of job-oriented majors? The debates which arose 
concerning the recognition of the education department 
as a full major illuminated this issue, and the future of 
this citadel. The administration, caught in the middle, 
responded. One action demonstrated that those respon- 
sible for setting the tone of academic endeavor were 
going to hold steady ground and to some degree tighten 
up on the laissez-faire attitudes delegated to study. Al- 
though never again to attain the once classical response to 
intellectual pursuits, certain ideals were reinstituted. This 
may have emerged within the departments themselves 
with a more rigorous approach to their discipline, or 
more generalized policies such as mandetory class atten- 
dance, a raw esposé on cheating, and a proposal to raise 
the standards of excellence by curbing grade-inflation. 
But, other policies were inconsistant, such as closing the 
Durick Library earlier on weekends. Also faculty mem- 
bers are not in adjunct with national payscales. If the 
Trustees and leading administrators are concerned with 
the business of operating a college, and if this includes 
the retention of a fine faculty, then they must be kept 
within the competitive job market. 
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Our four years here were one of change for both the College and 
ourselves. Quantitatively, there were three Presidents, six new persons 
within the Office of Student Life, two Academic Deans, two Directors of 
Admissions, plus shifts within the lower-echelon administration that 
occured with amazing rapidity. The physical campus also changed, 
leading with the construction of two sparkling new structures — Ross 
and the McCarthy Arts Center. The school purchased new student liv- 
ing facilities on College Parkway, and rented the Dalton Drive houses 
from the University in an effort to expand the choice of living condi- 
tions — lifting them from dismal to bearable. Renovations also took 
place. Dingy Alliot Hall was given a face-lift, and beginning academic 
year 1977-78, will be the SMC Student Center. The Student Center, 
formally housed in Klein, will be the site of the ‘’Rat’’, if and when the 
pending legislature is passed in the State House. 

Culturally, at the end of four years it was almost possible to satiate 
ones needs without traveling to the University or to Burlington. 
WWPYV, the fm station, began to include offerings in jazz, classical, plus 
the traditional pop-rock fare. Organized cultural and social committees 
brought guest speakers, films, and organized pandemonium at parties 
and events. The academic “club” gained back some of its status, and 
once again became a respectable place to spend ones evenings. Al- 
though the ball rolled slowly it was a comfort to know that SMC was no 
longer the mental and cultural wasteland it was when we arrived. 
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Ahh, St. Michael’s College, that home 
away from home. Where students are stu- 
dents, and teachers are teachers, and no one 
confuses the two. The school on top of the 
Hill with its buildings made of brick and all 
the tea in China couldn’t get ivy to grow on 
one of them. But this is St. Michael’s and no 
one really makes a fuss whether the ivy 
grows or not. For the students did not come 
here for the ivy on the buildings, they came 
here for the snow on the ground, which they 
usually got. 

Yes, this is St. Mike’s, where we entered 
as freshmen and for some of us it was the 
first time that our eyes actually witnessed 
campus grounds. And we were happy that 
the catalog that was sent to us months before 
was accurate. 

Freshmen year was a long year, fast in 
some ways, for it was a completely new ex- 
perience. But slow in many other ways, for 
we were so unfamiliar with this new way of 
life. The first few days were the longest. 
They were probably the hardest days also, 
but we did it, not alone, but together. 

As the year started, and classes began we 
tried hard to be accepted into this new envi- 
ronment. For it looked like a very workable 
body, even though everyone looked like up- 
perclassmen, except ourselves. Oh, how we 
wished we were upperclassmen, which was 
now, we thought, our only handicap. 

We made it through home-coming, and 
long-weekend. When we returned it was 
time for mid-terms and with mid-terms, 
mid-semester reports followed close behind. 
“Oh, why did we take that course?’’, we 
asked, but it was too late now for that. Now 
it was time to think of an excuse for Mom 
and Dad. Little did we know that as the 
years would go on we would become mas- 
ters at explaining to our folks why we just 
happened to ‘screw up” in a certain course.

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SMC FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Saint Michael’s Fire Department was originated in 1969 
when members of the SMC community felt the need for a 
qualified emergency care unit in the area. Today SMFD re- 
sponds to over eleven hundred calls annually. 

The department is divided into the Fire Unit and the 
Rescue Unit. The Fire Unit functions as a battalion of the 
Colchester Center Volunteer Company. All members com- 
plete a twenty-five hour apprenticeship and a four month 
probationary period. As well as regularly drilling with Col- 
chester Center, many members travel statewide for various 
fire schools. Captain Jay Foley, Engineer John Daly, Vice- 
President Tom Katkus, and Secretary Bill Fisher led the Fire 
Unit this year. Other Senior members were Terry Francis, 
Jerry Purcell, Dave Ondrusek, Dave Shiveley, and John 
Kelly. 

The Rescue Unit was headed this year by Captain Dave 
Shiveley, First Lieutenant Joanne Lee, Second Lieutenant 
Tom Katkus, and Vice-President Rick Gingras. Other Se- 
nior members were Betsy Wellstood, aarale Harris, Terry 
Francis, Jerry Purcell, and Jay Foley. The Rescue Unit is 
comprised of members who have completed the Red Cross 
Advanced First Aid course and the Vermont Heart Associa- 
tion ECPR course. Many members have completed a one 
hundred hour emergency medical-technician course, also. 
There are also members who are certified to administer in- 
travenous therapy. The Rescue Unit drills three hours 
weekly plus pulling two or three twelve hour duty shifts. 
The squad is skilled in car extrication and mountain rescue. 

The major highlight of the year was the arrival of the new 
$23,000 ambulance which the SMFD paid for totally through 
fund raising techniques. To house this new rig, a Rescue 
Center was built behind St. Ed’s. Incorporated into this 
center are a garage and sleeping facilities. Without the help 
of many special friends of the SMFD, the Rescue Center 
would never have been built. Special thanks to Chief Sutton 
and Chief Mazur for their support throughout the year. 

The members of the SMFD in the class of ’77 will long be 
remembered for the time, effort, dedication, and love they 
gave willingly to the residents of SMC and Chittenden 
County.

This fall at Saint Michael's we 
have four new professors, in 
varied departments, and each with 
a diverse background. 

Dr, Michael G. Allen, Jr. is the 
new assistant professor in the 
Education Department. Dr. Allen 
is a native of Huntington, Vermont 
and now resides at the Dupont 
Language Center. He received his 
BS. at Castleton State College in 
1966 and his M.A.T, in history in 
1971 here at Saint Michael’s. Prior 
to coming to St. Michael’s, Dr.

Security in the Durick Library 
has been extended recently with 
the addition of movie cameras at 
both downstairs exits and on the 
‘main level. Ao alarm system is 
also in operating order, sc- 
cording to Pat Slattery, head of 
circulation. 

The alarms are tripped when

the main one. Besides the movie 
camera, security at the main 
door includes » book checker, 
usually © student.

‘As of the last inventory taken 
atthe close of fixeal 1974, 7.2 per 
cent of reference maicrial wax 
‘niasing at # cost of $25 per book; 
10.9 per cent of books waiting ( 
bbe catalogued were musing at an 
extimated cost of $2,300; of the 
regular collection, 83 per cent 
were missing a a value of 
$57,000. That tranalates into 
5.700 out of 69,000 books mis- 
sing in the regular collection of 
catalogued books, estimated at 
510 per book. 

St Michaef's doesa’t stand 
alone with this problem of book 
theft and mutilation The 
problem plagues almost all 
University Iibraries as detailed in 
“The Chronicle of Higher 
Education,” August 9, 1976 

Something must te done by
